In every cultivated language there are two great 
classes of words which, taken together, comprise the whole 
vocabulary. First, there are those words with which we 
become acquainted in ordinary conversation, which we 
learn, that is to say, from the members of our own family 
and from our familiar associates, and which we should 
know and use even if we could not read or write. They con- 
cern the common things of life, and are the stock in trade 
of all who speak the language. Such words may be called 
“popular,” since they belong to the people at large and are 
not the exclusive possession of a limited class. 

On the other hand, our language includes a multitude 
of words which are comparatively seldom used in ordinary 
conversation. Their meanings are known to every educated 
person, but there is little occasion to employ them at home 
or in the market-place. Our first acquaintance with them 
comes not from our mothers’ lips or from the talk of our 
schoolmates, but from books that we read, lectures that 
we hear, or the more formal conversation of highly educated 
speakers who are discussing some particular topic in a 
style appropriately elevated above the habitual level of 
everyday life. Such words are called “learned,” and the 
distinction between them and “popular” words is of great 
importance to a right understanding of linguistic process.

Presiding Officers in French Composition 





Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 
XIII French Composition. 





1. The Principal should note that not more than twenty- 
five candidates may be seated in a room in which the 
French Composition examination is held. The rooms chosen 
should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or an 
assembly hall may not be used. 

2. Where more than one classroom is required for the 
examination, the school’s public address system may be 
used if the Principal is satisfied that the test can be ad- 
ministered satisfactorily by that method. 

3. Where the school’s public address system is not used, 
the Principal will arrange for the provision of standard 
78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of the examination 
rooms, and will see that outlets are provided for electrically- 
operated phonographs where these are to be used. 

The phonographs should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

[ OVER | 


The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined. 


4. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Composition is to be written) for the dictation 
test will be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express 
at the time the examination papers are shipped. 


5. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 


6. Before 1.00 p.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
phonograph is ready for use. 

Promptly at 1.10 p.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
phonograph at that time. 


7. Promptly at 1.15 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Com- 
position’. 

8. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 3.45 p.m., 

(6) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 


test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 


(c) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall require the 
candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 


NoTE. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen inter- 
ruption or delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 1.15 p.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 1.30 
p.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the phonograph is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order, unless the school’s public 
address system is being used. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first page of his examination book blank, in accordance with 
instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 


1. At about 3.42 p.m., if an electric phonograph is used, 
the machine should be turned on, without disturbing the 
candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up.

The book which Leo Slezak calls My Complete Works 
is in reality a description of his own life. He was the son of 
a poor miller and had to struggle hard in order to obtain 
his musical training. When he was only about fourteen, he 
was compelled to leave school on account of his bad conduct. 
He became an apprentice, first to a gardener and later to 
a locksmith, and at that time he evidently had hardly 
enough to eat. He then had wonderful luck. One of the 
greatest singers of those days treated him almost like a son, 
giving him lessons which cost him nothing at all. 

Slezak describes the world of singers and conductors, 
especially in Vienna. He shows us that these artists had to 
work very hard in order to please the critics and the public. 
There was keen competition among them, and if young 
Leo had made many mistakes he would have found it 
necessary to seek another occupation. It was therefore 
not surprising that he was frightened when someone wrote 
in the newspaper that his attempt to sing Lohengrin 
had failed, that he looked like a young girl and sang 
like an old man. It was also not very encouraging when 
he was informed that his face was crooked. One would 
have to experience many happy years of success and make 
many well-paid visits to America in order to forget such 
unfriendly remarks.

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 
XIII French Composition. 





1. The Chief Presiding Officer should note that not more 
than twenty-five candidates may be seated in a room in 
which the French Composition examination is held. The 
rooms chosen should be acoustically satisfactory. A gym- 
nasium or an assembly hall may not be used. 

2. The Chief Presiding Officer will arrange for the pro- 
vision of standard 78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of 
the examination rooms, and will see that outlets are pro- 
vided for electrically-operated phonographs where these 
are to be used. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The phonographs should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined.

3. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Composition is to be written) for the dictation 
test will be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express 
at the time the examination papers are shipped. 

4. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 

5. Before 1.00 p.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
phonograph is ready for use. 

Promptly at 1.10 p.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
phonograph at that time. 

6. Promptly at 1.15 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Com- 
position’’. 

7. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 3.45 p.m., 

(6) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 

(c) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall require the 
candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 

NoTE. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen inter- 
ruption or delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 1.15 p.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 1.30 
p.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the phonograph is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first page of his examination book blank, in accordance with 
instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure
